BURN THE STUMPS.—Judge Curtis 


informs us that if a hole is bored into 
a large green or dry stump, four or 
five inches deep, filed with saltpetre 
and allowed to remain four or five 
weeks with the hole stopped up, so 
as to keep the wet out, the whole 
thing will burn completely up, if 
ignited, in a very short time. Ho 
has tried it in a number of cases, anrl 
says it works well. The saltpetre 
necessary to burn up a stump would
